The feet are important because they are the 
foundation of the body during activity. Those 
o become c cious of the feet hurting 
severely soon discover that the foot condition is 
interfering with such activity as walking, stand 
ng. or moving around 


Those undergoing a mild discomfort often 
become so accustomed to it that they no longer 
notice it during the day, although they may be 
‘ us when they remove their shoes in the 
evening that the feet are aching. In such cir- 
cumstances they probably rub their sore feet 
for a short time, or take a hot foot bath, and 
then go to bed promising themselves that “some- 
time” they will do something about their foot 
trouble 


However, not all foot disorders cause dis- 
co e foot itself, as the distress may be + 
reflexed to oth areas; for example, it may 
cause aches and pains in the calves of the legs 
the knees, and ithe lower back. Or, instead of 
pain being produced, the foot abnormalities may 
cause nervousness or tiredness. Under these

TECHNICAL 
By Jessamy Smith 

Last Saturday morning the Sci- 
ence Club met in the Arts Build- 
ing of the University, when Mr. 
D. B. Layer of the Department of 
Geology gave a most interesting 
lecture on the different elcinents, 
mineral compounds and ores, They 
then went into the museum where 
they saw the skeletons of pre- 
historic animals and dinosaurs. 
The most educational thing they 
saw was the relief map of Al- 
berta, made accurately to scale by 
Dr. J. A, Allan. 

It has finally been decided that 
Tech's “Stunt Nite” will be pre- 
sented on February 25.

Only sketchy reporjs of the meet- 
ing reached Vienna, but one mes- 
sage, purporting to come directl 
from Von Schuschnigg, said the 
outlook for improved relations be- 
tween Austria and Germany was 
extremely good.
